grotesque dragons and arms of the 
Strozzi family, sideboard with gro- 
tesque head and ornamental border 
on panels, cabinet ornamented with 
two shields, cradle with coat-of-arms 
on headboard, sixteenth century — 
Florentine; chest with shield and 
scrolls, Venetian, sixteenth century. . . Purchase.
